Miss Pankhurst Witnesses Fight with 
Invading Body of Women Led by 
Moses Stein—Hatpin Brigade Feature. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 21.—[Special. }—Miss 
Sylvia Pankhurst, the English suffraget, to- 
night, contrary to her opinion expressed 
earlier in the day. discovered that the Ameri- 
can suffraget will fight—with fists, books, 
chairs, or any old weapon within easy reach. 
The English suffraget was disillusioned 
within fifteen minutes after she had started 
her address before the Century club tonight. 
The climax was a riot which the police re- 
serves were called to subdua 

The hall was crowded. Outside there were 
several hundred women anxious to hear the 
militant leader. Until Moses Stein, who has 
upheld the cause of the suffragets, appeared 
it was a comparatively quiet scene. But 
Stein marched at the head of 200 women, his 
disciples, whom he had persuaded that 
a wide open Sunday, with everything except 
the churches running in full blast, was the 
proper thing. The invading women stormed 
the hall and precipitated a clash with the 
police Hatpins were used, but the police 
finally put the rioters to rout. 

Inside the hall Miss Pamkhurst viewed the 
scene with amazement—and joy. She ac- 
knowhedged later that if the American suf- 
f ts can fight such a battle as she saw 
tonight in America. at last the cause is 
won. She also apologized for saying Amer 
ica is cold to suffrage.”

Denial That He Received 
Fund from Banks Getting 
City’s Funds Cause. 


FACES TERM IN PRISON. 


Political Leader Accused of Hav- 
ing Taken $48,000 in 
“Gratuities.” 


Cincimmati, O., Feb. 21--George B. Coz, 
for years head of the Republican organiza~ 
tion in Cincinnatl a prominent factor in na- 
tional politica, and president of the Cincin- 
nati Trust company, was indicted by the 
Hamilton county grand jury today on a 
charge of perjury. 

The basis of the charge is that Cox testified 
falsely before a grand jury on March 21. 1006, 
in denying he had received any of the in- 
terest money which several banks, according 
to disclosures beivre the Drake investigating 
committee, paid to county treasurers as 
recompense for the deposit of county funde in 
those banks. 

The specific case upon which the jury acted 
occurred during the administration of John 
H. Gibson, who served two terms as county 
treasurer, from 1900 to 1904. 


Swears Cox Got $45,500. 

Gibson testified before the grand jury yes- 
terday that Cox had received $48,500 of the 
$97,064 which the banks gave to Gibson as 
„ gratuities "’ during the latter's service, - 

This was the amount which Gibson paid 
into the county treasury in 1906 following 
an investigation by the grand ury of the 
Drake disclosure Two other treasurers, 
Tilden R. French and Rudolph H. Hynicka, 
also paid considerable sums to the county, 
French turning in 659,450 and Hynicka 
$58,440. 

Immediately efter Cox had been informed 
by a reporter of today’s indictment he pre- 
pared to leave his office in the Cincinnati 
Trust company and go to the courthouse to 
énter an appearance and give bond. Less 
than an hour after the jury's report Cox 
appeared at the courthouse. 


Democrat Signs Bail Bonds, 

Prosecuting Attorney Henry T. Hunt had 
recommended to Judge Gorman, presiding 
‘over the criminal division of the Court of 
Common Pleas, that Cox’s bail be fixed at 
$1,000. This was done and the required bond 
wes given by) Cox, with Abraham Furst, 
prominent in Democratic circles, as surety. 

No date for Cox’s appearance in court was 
set and the signing of the bond ended the 
court proceedings for today. 

Mr. Cox in speaking of the indictment said: 

I do not consider this an indictment in the 
true sense of such action. It was purely a 
political move and was brought about by po- 
litical conditions. The jury which brought 
the indicument was selected by a Democratic 
judge who drew the names of the grand 
jurors from hig inside pocket instead of from 
the jury wheel as the law requires. 

The people, irrespective of politics, know, 
I believe, that never in my career have l been 
accused of telling a fakehood. 

“I consider the action of the grand jury 
one of the most serious attacks and one of the 
most outrageous procedures emanating from 
a body connected with a court. I will leave 
my side of this affair to the facta as brought 
out in the trial In the meantime I ask the 
public to suspend judgment.“ 


Prison Term Is Possible.

TWO GOVERNMENTS MAY HALT 
REIGN OF TERROR IN HAITI. 


British Coneul General Protests and 
United States Sends Warning Mes- 
sage to the Island Authorities. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 21—Azs the resuit 
of a protest of the British consu) general at 
Port-eu-Prince against the reign of terror 
in Haiti, the state department today made 
representations to the Haitien government 
on the wholesale executions of revolutionary 
prisoners, advising the authorities to adopta 
more reasonable course. 

The American protest was delivered to H. 
Pauleus Sannon, the Haitien minister at 
Washington. and was cabled to American 
Minister Furniss at Port-au-Prince for trans- 
mission to the Haitien government. 

Minister Furnise cabled to the state de- 
partment that the British consul general had 
taken the matter up by cable with his own 
government. 

Many of the better class of educated Hal- 
tlens, Minister Furniss continued, are either 
in jail or in hiding through fear of imprison- 
ment. He declared business was a stand- 
stil and a feeling of uncertainty pervaded 
Port-au-Prince. 

Beveral weeks ago the department heard 
rumors that prisoners at Port-au-Prince 
might be exeouted, and the Haitien authori- 
ties were cautioned. Since then several of 
the prisoners at the capital have been exe- 
cuted. 

There have been two versions of the af- 
fair, a proclamation issued at Port-au-Prince 
claiming that the met were killed in an at- 
tack upon the government palace, and a 
report from Minister Furniss to the state 
department declaring that government 
troops began firing in various parts of Port- 
au+Prince early in the morning and in the 
excitement several prominent Haitiens 
were taken from the prison and summarily 
executed

TAFT URGES NEW 
U.8.-JAPAN TREATY 


All Reference to Immigration 
Is Omitted in Compact 
Sent to Senate. 


COAST MEN WILL FIGHT. 


Debate on Floor Expected to Re- 
‘vive Contest Made in Pa- 
cific States. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 21. The text ofa 
new treaty with Japan, designed to replace 
that of 1894 and drawn with the special design 
of eliminating the restrictions upon immi- 
gration conteined in that treaty, was laid 
before the senate today by President Taft. 

The essential difference between the pro- 
posed treaty and the existing convention is 
said to be in the fact that it omits all refer- 
ence to such restrictions and leaves to the 
national honor of Japan the enforcement et 
its own ports of the limitations upon emi- 
gration from Japan. 


Coast Senators May Fight. 
Because it embodies this radical departure 
from the existing treaty, and touches the 


question of the deepest importance and in- : 


terest to the Pacific slope, the injection of 
this convention into the closing hours of the 
Sixty-first congress created a sensation. 

That the new tzeaty will encounter strong 
opposition seems certain. The coast sena- 
tors are expected to insist upon opportunity 
for debate which will develop the full extent 
of their opposition, 

This new treaty is one of “trade and 
commerce,“ intended to replace the treaty 
of 1804, negotiated by the late Secretary 
Gresham and Baron Kurino, then Japanese 
minister to the United States. That treaty 
has become antiquated, mainly because of 
the rapid advance of the Japanese in ways 
of civilization. 


Grants Request of Japan, 
It was drawn simultaneously with a num 


ber of other Japanese treaties of similar 


goope, negotiated with all of the great 
powers. But unlike the others this treaty 
did not go into effect until a year after the 
others were in force. Japan has already ne- 
gotiated treaties to replace thobe with nearly 
all of the other powers. If our government 
were to insist upon its rights the existing 
treaty could be continued in force until July 
17, 1912. 

This difference of a year in the expiration 
of the old treaties is proving embarassing to 
the Japanese in developing a fiscal policy. 
As all of the new treaties contained the 
favored nation clause, the Japanese govern- 
ment would be obliged to concede to the 
nations other than the United States all of 
the privileges which America now enjoys 
under the treaty of 1894. 

The practical result may be to delay for 
a full year the readjuetment of tariff rates 


and other forms of taxation vital to the 


financing of the Japanese empire. 
Change May Be Fought. 

The radical difference between the pro- 
posed treaty and the one now in force is the 
omission of any reference to the immigre~ 
tion question. 

In article 2 of the treaty of 1894, following 
provisions declaring the right of the citizens 
of the two countries to full liberty of travel 
and residence and trade in both countries, 
ié thie qualification: 

“It is, however, understood that the stipu- 
latlons contained in this and the preceding 
article do not in any way affect the laws, 
ordinances, and regulations with regard to 
trade, the immigration of laborera, police, 
and public security which are in force or 
which may hereafter be enacted in either of 
the two countries.“ 

Under this clauee the two governments 
have enjoyed the undeniable right to legia- 
late regarding immigration, either by re- 
atriction or by total exclusion of coolle —

Apponyi Says Domination of 
Public Opinion Fits Amer- 
ica for Peace Movement. 


COMES TO POINT OUT WAY 


— 


Asserts People on This Continent 
Must Understand Foreign 
Powers' Polieies. 


That the United States is destined to be 
the leading and guiding power in the move- 
ment for world peace is the prophecy of 
Count Albert Apponyi of Hungary. 

He delivered an address last night on the 
subject of international peace before the 
Twentieth Century club at the residence of 
Dr. Fenton B. Turck, 37 Cedar street. 

The Hungarian statesman asserted that it 
is his mission in his journey through the 
United States to familiarize Americans with 
the political situation in Furope and the diffi- 
culties which stand in the way of interna- 
tional peace. 

He lauded the project to establish an inter- 
national court of justice as a step in advance 
of the Hague peace conference and ae the 
ideal of the peace movement. 


United States Ordained to Lead. 

„The United States has been ordained by 
Providence to take the leading part in the 
great world peace movement,” said Count 
Apponyi. The American people best can 
do this because they are least hampered by 
political difficulties and are most unified. 
They can do it, they must do it, and they 
will do it. But there are many things to be 
overcome, and foremost among them K the 
present political situation in Europe. 

** Students of world politics know the polit- 
ical situation in Europe and the difficulties 
which prevail. In America you know them, 
but you know them as technical political 
knowledge without, perhaps, the keen human 
interest that should attach td this knowl- 
edge. ‘ 

“The United States is best fitted to lead in 
the peace movement, for here the ruling 
power is public opin{on. This opinion should 
be educated to the work at hand. 


Urges Nation’s Co-operation. 

“TI think there should be frequent confer 
ences between Americans and Europeans 
that both may prepare for mutual under- 
standing and appreciation of the difficulties 
thet must be overcome and that both may 
work for that final and ultimate ideal, peace 
and good will among the nations. 

“An international court of justice such 
as has been advocated by the United States 
is a long step in advance. Such a court 
would be far better than a board of arbitre- 
tion, such as the Hague conference, buf in 
its present promulgation it still leaves some- 
thing to be desired. What is needed is a 
court with the widest powers and authority, 


which shall gtve decisions something better 
than arbitration—which is compromise ac- 
cording to the dictates of expediency. The 
smaller nations would like such a court.“

Federal Officers Arrest Quar- 
tet as They Are Leaving 
County Jail Door. 


FAT COMMISSION. OBJECT.| 


Charge Scheme Uged Was to: ‘Sell’ 
Enterprise and Suddenly 
Disappear. 


Federal officers were awaiting four men, 
operating under the name of the United 
Realty company and other firm names, ag 
they were leaving the county jail yesterday, 
after being bound over for trial in the Munici- 
pal court, and being released on bonds. The 
men were arrested on federal warrants, 
charged with conspiracy to use the mails to 
defraud. Their names ere Winherd Baker, 
Elijah Kessler, Henry Harper, and Ashley 
Rose. 

These men operated, it is charged by Supt. 
Charles De Woody of the bureau of investi- 
gation of the department of justice, a'ischeme 
whereby one of their number, usually Baker, 
represented himself as a broker, who had a 
customer ready to buy the victim’s business 
for a large price. 


Checks Given on Mythical Banks, 

Harper, who is an elderly man, would then 
be introduced to the purchaser, it is charged, 
and the deal would be closed by Harper 
giving a check on some mythical bank for 
the purchase price. Baker would then col- 
lect his commission, a large one because of 
the good price he had obtained, and the men 
would disappear. 

S. M. Berry, a merchant at Winfield, Ind. 
near Crown Point, recently had an experi- 
ence with Baker and Harper. Baker, as the 
broker, represented that Harper was willing 
to pay $5,000 for the business, although 
Berry valued it at only $4,000. Berry came 
to Chicago to close the deal, but when they 
came to a final showdown chere was a hitch 
in the matter of a forfeit and the deal fel) 
through. 

Give Names of Alleged Victims, 

It was alleged by the government officers 
that the four men had victimized J. V. Gold- 
bury & Co. of Maywood, H. H. Reichert of 
Belvidere, and Philip Beckman, postmaster 
of Zearing, Ill. They were arraigned before 
United States Commissioner Mark Foote and 
placed under bonds of $5,000 each, the hear-

SAYS FIRE PERIL | 


HANGS OVER CITY 


Expert Asserts New Building 
Law InviteseDestruction of 
Millions in Property. 


URGES NINE REFORMS. 


Every Man and Boy That Walks, 
He Avers, Is Potential 
Breeder of Flames. 


Chicago’s new building ordinance was as- 
sailed yesterday as a measure which invites 
a huge fire destroying millions of dollars“ 
worth of property. 

The assault was made by W. D. Matthews, 
superintendent of inspections of the Chicago 
Underwriters association, whom insurance 
men consider Chicago’s leading expert on fire 
dangers. He was speaking at a meeting of 
the Cook county real estate board, following : 
a luncheon at Vogelsang’s restaurant. 

The lesson of the Iroquois fire horror was 
lost upon Chicago, eccording to Mr. Mat- 
thews, and her theaters are inadequately 
protected from fire today. The new ordi- 
nance tends to build up congested district 
of frame buildings, too he says. 


Urges Nine Reforms. 

Mr. Matthews appealed to the real estate 
men to inaugurate a movement for these nine 
reforms: ve 

1. Prohibitieg of an except fireproof buildings in 


the downtown district. 
2 Installation of high pressure waterworks sye-

4. Frame roofs prohibited on all new paildings. 

5. Prohibition as to moving frame buildings. 

6. Closing of all exterior doors and tHutters at 
night and during Sundays and holidays. 

7. The state fire marshal provided with sufficient 
funds to enable him properly to prosecute work.

®@ Prohibition of sale and use of parlor 

“The fire loss in the United States and 
Caneda during the last thirty-four years has 
been $4,947,008,175, or an average of $145,- 
500,240 a year,” said Mr. Matthews. 


Framers of Law “Indifferent.” 

My experience with framers of ordi- 
nances has n that they are inclined to be 
indifferent in framing fire protection and pre- 
vention measures. 

“ Virtually every man and boy that walks 
is a potential fire breeder. He must be lim- 
ited in the use of the match to that type 
known as the safety match. This is because 
out of 5,976 fires reported by the Chicago 
fire insurance patrol last year, 1,089 were 
caused by careless use of matches.

HE poetic drama has become so much a 
stranger to our stage that it may, per- 
haps, be most fittingly presented in a 
foreign tongue. Certain it is that one 
must seek long among American actors 
to find those whose talents and attainments 
would justify them in attempting it should 
there arise a manager who might, for any rea- 
son whatsoever, be disposed to try its revival. 
Not that one is moved to bewail this condition 
of affairs unduly, for Herr von Possart and his 
able company failed to discover in that revered 
classic “Nathan the Wise” anything more 
than a long and prosy sermon, and one, fur- 
thermore, which has lost it@ significance. 

We need no plea for religious tolerance in 
America today. We have here no war of 
creeds. Therefore the longi mood creating 
preface of the first two acts of Lessing’s play, 
which were doubtless necessary to prepare the 
prejudiced world of his day and generation for 
the message so beautifully delivered in the par-

-able of the three rings, seem to us superfiu- 


ous. Not even the art of the eminent German 
visitor could relieve them of their monotonous 
wordiness. Lessing did not hold up the mirror 
to life in this play at least. He wrote a long 
essay about certain interesting phases of it, 
an essay that culminates in a parable as sim- 
ple and human in its profound truth, as noble 
and direct in its message, as any that may be 
found outside the Bible. 
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For us it needs no preamble. No argument 
must be advanced to support it. It is com- 
plete. Now, it is not to be denied that there 
is much that is true to life and to humanity 
in the story which the author has devised as a 
setting for this allegorical gem. One discov- 
ered in it brightening moments of humor, 
which Herr von Possart and. his collaborators 
overemphasized in a praiseworthy effort to 
lighten the tedium of the evening. There was 
much mbre of that obvious sentiment so dear 
to the German heart, though, to be just, this 
element was not dwelt upon. Finally there 
were many, many words—beautiful words, 
beautifully read. But for the full appreciation 
of their poetic value one would choose the 
library rather than the theater, even though 
one sacrifice thereby the joys of German dic- 
in general and Herr von Possart’s re- 
markable reading in particular. 

The art of the German stage rests on a com- 
mand of diction and inflection that far sur- 
passes anything we can boast. For the Ger- 
mans love their language and habitually treat 
it with a respect which its many sided beauty 
may well inspire. They demand that their ac- 
tors conform to the best usage not merely in 
niceties of pronunciation but in those subtle 
tricks of inflection that reveal the hidden mood 
picturing values of the word. If in the classic 
and poetic drama the polished finish of their 
reading takes on; to our ears, a certain artifi- 
clality it must be remembered that it only 
magnifies and perfects the virtues of the daily 
speech of the cultured classes. 
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Herr von Possart has mastered this phase, 
and, one may well believe, all other phases of 
his art, to an extent that removes all hint of 
artificiality. Simplicity, directness, and, above 
all, repose are the salient characteristics of his 
method. The benign dignity of the wise, great 
hearted Jew was felt in every gesture, in the 
grave deliberation of his speech, in the delicate 
touches of humer. He held his hearers’ atten- 
tion to a degree that made possible the em- 
phasis of not a little of the poetic and sym- 
bolic value of his noble lines, and in the tell- 
ing of the parable he was able by the simplest 
means to build up a climax that verged on dra- 
matic impressiveness. 

Herr Meyring, as the Templar, was the most 
convincing factor in his supporting forces. He, 
too, poss®sses a gift for simplicity and dlrect- 
ness well suited to the portrayal of the blunt, 
honest, Frankish knight. In sentimental mo- 
ments he seemed, to our more repressed emo- 
tional habit, to exaggerate. but that is a matter

does not escape that trace of artificiality that 
is associated with a monotonous and overem- 
phatic employment of vocal inflection. If her 
lines were read in a manner the Germans them- 
selves describe as hysterical, she probably wag 
true to Teutonic conceptions of maidenly de- 
meanor under the stress of a first love. 

A clever bit of character drawing—we might 
even call it characture—was supplied by Herr 
Scransoni gg the Patriarch. More convincing 
was Herr Bauer’s impersonation of the crafty, 
diplomatic monk, and Frau Eisemann, as an ex. 
ceedingly talkative and excitable elderly w 
supplied several delightful bits of delicate 
comedy.

Youthful Violinist in Recital. 


The youngest debutante of the concert sea- 
son, Miss Ruth Ray, made her appearance last 
night in violin recital before a large and 
kindly disposed audience in Music hall. Migs 
Ray, who is but 12 years of age, presented a 
program that might well have tried the attain- 
ments of the mature artist, and such was the 
authority ot her natural interpretative gifts 
that she was able to convince her hearers even 
in those numbers that lay somewhat beyond 
her technical and mental grasp. The little girl 
has acquired a command of the difficult me- 
chanics of her instrument that amply justifies 
her in attempting such compositions as the 
Tartini G minor sonata, a Bach prelude, and 
the Saint-Siens A minor concerto.

Libel Action Against Weingartner. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BERLIN, Feb. 21.—The German artistie 
world’s attention is concentrated in libel pro- 
ceedings begun in the Berlin criminal courts 
today against the celebrated conductor, Felix 
Weingartner, director of the Imperial Viennese 
opera. Weingartner is well known in Amertiéa 
The proceedings were instigated by Count Von 
Huelsen, impresario general of the kaiser’s 
royal opera in Berlin, and are the outgrowth 
of a breach of contract committed by Wein- 
gartner in 1908, when conductor of symphony 
concerts in the Berlin royal opera orchestra. 
Weingartner settled the breach of contract case, 
compromising for a contribution of $2,250 to the 
orchestra pension fund, but later expressed 
himself in a manner which Huelsen regarded 
as a slander. The latter declined today to con- 
sider a compromise and the libel action must 
now proceed to a verdict. ‘The expectation is 
Weingartner will be sentenced to pay a nom- 
inal fine.

G. W. Lederer Sues Former Partners. 


New York, Feb. 21.—{Special.]—The prelimi- 
nary difficulties which George W. Lederer, the 
theatrical manager, met with in getting 
Madame Sherry” under way are set forth in 
a bill of complaint file® by Mr. Lederer today 
in the United States Circuit court in an action 
to recover $100,000 from Julius Kessler and 
Julius Altman of Chicago for alleged breach of 
contract. 

The complaint states that in the latter part 
of June or early in July, 1909, Mr. Lederer en- 
tered into an agreement with Kessler and Alt- 
man whereby the defendants agreed to finance 
jointly the theatrical enterprise. 
nell, who at that time was under contract with 
Henry W. Savage, was to take the leading part, 
as she has since done. Mr. Lederer was to have 
full charge of the production. All the money 
was to be supplied jointly by Kessler and Alt- 
man. From the proceeds realized, after pay- 
ment of the necessary expenses, Mr. Lederer 
was to receive a half and Kessler and Altman 
in equal shares the other, half. 

Mr. Lederer obtained the services of Miss 
Abarbanell, but after the arrangement had been 
made the complaint states that Kessler and Alt- 
man refused to carry out their part of the 
agreement. This refusal compelled Lederer to 
seek financial aid elsewhere. He was unsuc- 
cessful in this quest until March 4, 1910, when 
Al H. Woods and Harry H. Frazee agreed to 
finance the enterprise, but in the understand- 
ing that each were to receive a third of the 
profits. 

„Madame Sherry” finally was launched in 
May, 1910, and has been running since. Mr. 
Lederer says that owing to the defendants’ 
breach of agreement he was obliged to accept 
only a third of the profits when he should have 
had a half. This loss to him he estimates at

About $288 a square foot for property at the 
southeast corner of Clark and Randolph 
streets established a new record yesterday in 
Chicago.
